COLISEUM, CHICAGO, June 22 — 
President William H. Taft was re­ 
nominated to succeed himself on the 
first baliot by the republican na­ 
tional convention this evening. Only 
Taft and Senator La Follette were 
placed in nomination, the Iowa dele-j 
gation withdrawing the name of Sen-' 
ator Cummins in order to save time. 
The Iowa vote was cast for Cum­ 
mins, notwithstanding, as was Roose­ 
velt announced that he withdraw the 
colonel s name, the Illinois delega­ 
tion. considering itself bound by the j 
primary instructions, cast 52 votes 
for him. 
The nomination of 
Senator 
La 
Follette by M. B. Olbrich of Madison 
was marked by a round of hisses 
when a banner bearing a picture of 
Taft was let down from the balcony. 
La Follette was seconded by Pollock 
of North Dakota, and Taft by W a r ­ 
maker of Philadelphia and Senator 
Bradley of Kentucky. Taft's nomina­ 
tion was greeted by a 15 minutes 
demonstration. 
The platform favored by the ma­ 
jority of the rules committee was 
passed by the convention previous to 
the nomination, after they had voted 
to table the minority report, which 
was the a Follette platform. 
The 
vote on adoption was: Taft. 666; 
La Follette, 53; not voting, 343. the 
delegates not voting ware Roosevelt 
men who for the first time put into 
effect his policy of inaction. On the 
presidential nomination vote Califor­ 
nia did not vote, and was greeted 
with cheers by the colonel s dele­ 
gates. 
In Massachusetts Root, chairman, 
ordered that when a man refuted to 
vote his alternate should be allowed 
a voice. 
This precipitated a fight in 
which the police were forced to in­ 
fers. 
After the roll call the Roosevelt 
delegates withdrew to a meeting of 
the Colonel's supporters in orchestra

CHICAGO, 
Juno 22.— Reduction 
of the representation 
of delegates 
from the southern states is the rock 
promising a lively 
contest

convention. 
A minority report 
of 
the rules committee was being pre­ 
pared to greatly reduce the number 
of delegates from the “solid south.” 
Basing apportionment 
of 
dele­ 
gates upon 
the number 
of votes 
cast at the preceding general elec­ 
tion is the 
minority 
suggestion. 
They propose to allow one delegate 
for each 
10,000 
republican votes 
cast. This would cut Texas’ repre­ 
sentation, for instance, from 40 to 6. 
Another 
radical 
change in

rules, as suggested by the minority, 
is a declaration for “states rights” 
in naming national committee men 
— a plan to give each state authori­ 
ty to elect its committeeman in any 
way it may elect. 
The most drastic 
change in the 
rules as agreed to by both the ma­

remove from that body any commit­ 
teeman who refuses to support the 
nominee of the party.
